Rates and. Reform. 


Details of the Dublin Corporation's 
estimated expenditure for the year 1925- 
1924 are published to-day. The result of 
the estimates of the various committees 
is that the net amount which must be 
raised by rates is larger by some £15,000 
than the correspohding amount in the 
preceding year, and would involve a total 
rate of £1 1s. as against the present rate of 
£1 Os. 4d. Fortunately, while the rate 
payers will get no appreciable relief, they 
will not be required to shoulder this new 
burden. Under a recent agreement war 
bonuses on salaries and wages wil] be 
redueed by a sum of £34,245, of which‘ 
the estimates take no account. To 
this sum the Finance and General Pur 
poses Committee proposes to add, in relief 
of rates, £25,000, transferred frem the 
surplus on the electricity supply account. 
Tf the Municipal Council endorses the 
Committee's plan, the estimated rate for 
1923-1924 will be reduced by Is. 2d., and 
the actual rate will be 19s. 10d, in the 
pound. A reduction of sixpence, though 
trivial, is better than an increase of 
sightpence. There is no suggestion, how- 
ever, in the estimates of any prospect of 
real reform. An increase of rates has 
been avoided by the use of an expedient 
which hardly can be repeated; but there 
is no sign anywhere of the slightest inten- 
tion to lay the axe at the root of the tree. 
Reform must come from without, and it 
must come soon if the capital of the Free 
State is not to be a hopeless drag upon 
the State’s prosperity and progress. Until 
the rates are reduced to economic propor:

The World's Sugar Supply. 
Today a world shortage of sugar is 
imminent. The increased consumption is 
chiefly in the United States, whose sugar 
bill has risen steadily for many years. 
Last year the American péople consumed 
a million tons of sugar, or something like 
two stone per head, more than in any 
previous year. The increase is attributed 
to prohibition; for, although large 
quantities of sugar were used in the 
manufacture of alcoholic liquors, the 
amount was. small compared with the 
quantity that is consumed in the form of 
candy and sweet mineral waters, and m 
sugared. tea and coffee. Fortunately, 
the sugar situation is not acute in the 


manent shortage. There are billions of 
acres the world over in which sugar-beet 
can be cultivated; for it is a crop that 
can be grown in dry alkaline soil and is, 
in fact, one of the best crops for re- 
moving the “soda” out of raw land newly ' 
brought under irrigation. The reason for 
the shortage is that the Western world 
has relied largely on the cane-sugar crops 


Hawaii and, to a minor extent, the East. 
Indies. Now Hawaii has found more proét 
in growing pineapples and. rice, and re 


of the reckoning as a sugar-growing 
country. Cuba was left to bear the 
burden, and, as it produced already four- 
fifths of.all the cane-sugar imported into 
the United States and Europe, it has not 
been able to meet the increased demand 
with increased supply. Before the war 
' Germany exported enormous quantities of 
beet-sugar. Settled conditions will allow 
that trade ‘to be resumed or, in the 
alternative, the West Indies, which were 
forced ont of the sugar markets very 
largely by the competition of German 
bounty-fed sugar, will be able to take 
up the running again. In one way or 
another civilisation will find some means 
of satisfying its sweet tooth. 


The Tailteann Games. 


The General Council of the Tailteann 
Games has decided to postpane the Games 
until 1924. It was intended originally 
that they should be held in August of 
1922, but the state of the country made 
the project impossible and they were post- 
poned until the present summer. Now 
the postponement has been extended, and 
in coming to this decision the General 
Council has acted wisely.

instatement condition should attached 
to the decree, the judge shall not attach 
a full re-instatement condition to his 
decree ; 

(oc) in any case not coming within 
either of the foregoing rules, the judge 
may attach a full re-instatement condi- 
tion to his decree if, in all the circum- 
stances of the case, he thinks it reason- 
able so to do; 

(d) in considering whether it is reason- 
able to attach a full re-instatement con- 
dition to his decree, the judge shall have 
regard to the use ordinarily made of the 
building before the injury, and shall not 
have regard to any proposal for a dif- 
ferent future use of the building if re- 
instated.’

A CONFERENCE. 

Mr, Blythe said that a conference was held 
that morning with some of the Senators; and 
it was suggested to eliminate Sub-Section 9 
altogether.
